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On page 5 of the remarks, applicant argues the rejection of claim 1 in substance that : 

"...the Patent Office has not identified and Applicants are unable to find any teaching or suggestion in Tran of storing the target of 
the branch instruction before the branch instruction is fully executed, as required by Applicants' claim 1. Specifically, as pointed out by 
the Patent Office, the successor index of Tran is an index used to look up successive instructions in instruction cache storage 252. 
Hence, Applicants respectfully request the Patent Office withdraw the rejection identified above for claim 1." 

Although fully considered by the examiner, this argument is found to be non-persuasive for the following reason: 



Applicants are correct in their assertion that the successor index is an index used to look up an instruction in the instruction cache. 
However, the examiner asserts that the successor index is in fact the predicted branch target. Recall that in Tran, the prediction 
information includes the successor index. As is known with branch predicting systems, a branch may be predicted taken or not-taken. If 
a branch is predicted taken, then a successive (target) instruction must be fetched. The successor index in Tran is used to index the 
cache to fetch this target instruction which succeeds the branch.
